Decision of Mr. Justice 
Ford of Great Interest to 


Insurance Community 


An action of great interest to the 
insurance community was the sub- 
ject of a decision today when Mr, 
Justice Ford dismissed the suit of 
James Lee Fulton, farmer of Atha- 
basca, against the Wawanesea Mu- 
tual Insurance Company for $7,500 
for the loss of a barn which was de- 
| stroyed by fire on November 14, 
1930. 

Fulton had bought the farm for 
$8,000 from one Lemaster, who had 
purchased it from the provincial 
government, who had formerly used 
it as an experimental farm 

In taking out a policy for $10,000 
| covering the farm buildings for 75 
per cent of their value, Fulton had 
valued the big barn at $10,000 and 
| siven certain measurements, In fill- 
ing in the application form, when 
asked if he had previously had a 
fireloss on which he had collected 
from an insurance company, he an- 
swered it by writing: “I have never 
lost any buildings by fire.” 


20 FEET SMALLER 

After the fire, the adjuster dis- 
covered that the building was 20 
feet smaller in length than stated, 
and that Fulton had collected $1,200 
| for the loss of furniture and effects 
in a rented farmhouse which took 
fire. The adjuster valued the build- 
ing at $4,500. 

When the action was launched 
| Fulton claimed 75 per cent of $4,- 
500, but the case came to court, 
his counsel, H. A. Friedman, K.C., 


amended his claim to make it 75 
per cent of $10,000 or $7,500. In his 
evidence Fulton said he had ad-

RAINFALL AND CUTWORMS 

By HL 
Entomological Laboratory, 
bridge: 

Some districts have received 
frequent showers and abundant 
moisture during the last ten days 
of May. There is a general impres- 
sion that this moisture will kill 
the cutworms. In order to see the 
fallacy of this general impression 
look in the 

fields and the cutworms will be 

found to be as plentiful as ever. 

In rare cases, a very heavy r 
| fall which causes considerable 

washing across the land may 
| cause a reduction of numbers by 
actually washing away the cut- 
worms which have been brought 
to the surface by the moisture. 

The first real effect of rainfall 
is to reduce the numbers of cut- 
| worms which would reach the 
adult stage, but this reduction is 
not noticeable during the active 
feeding season. The second effect 
produced by frequent rainfall is 
| to reduce the actual damage 
| caused by the cutworms. A seri- 
ously infested field may not be 
completely destroyed in a wet 
season but it may be reduced to 
| half a stand. A few days of dry 
weather between storms may 
cause very serious losses, For this 
reason farmers throughout the in- 
fested areas are strongly urged to 
not reseed destroyed fields before 
June 15. That one point cannot be 
over emphasized.

The Passing Show

Some of the American papers are commenting on 
a strange happening in Congress. Congressman La- 
Guardia of New York recently delivered a lengthy 
speech in the House. Next day Congressman Buch- 
anan of Texas delivered exactly the same speech— 
word for word. Both are printed in the Congression- 
al Record. 

No explanation has been made by etiher legisla- 
tor. though reference to it was made in the House. 
The gencral assumption is that they were customers 
of the same ghost writer, who by mistake sold the 
same speech to both of them. 

There is a type of clergyman in England, holding 
a living in the gift of his family and taking his 
clerical duties lightly, who is supposed to buy his 
sermons ready written. They tell a story of one who 
was to preach before the Cambridge undergraduates 
who had not read the purchased sermon over care- 
fully in private before reading it in public, When 
he came to a passage which read, “I appeal to all 
of you who are mothers, a titter went through the 
hall which broke into a laugh when the preacher 
tried to mend it by saying— “or who may become 
mothers.”

Many a man owes more than he knows to the re- 
porters who touch up his speeches before they‘ ap- 
pear. They would be astounded to read an accurate 
verbatim report, with involved grammar and un- 
finished sentences. 

Dr. Johnson the great lexicographer was the first 
parliamentary reporter. At a time when it was an 
offence to report the proceedings of Parliament, the 
great ungainly scholar earned a scant living by sit- 
ting behind a screen in a booksellers shop and tak- 
ing down snatches of gossip from members who 
came there—many no doubt to give the substance of 
their speeches in this way. He then wrote up the 
speeches for publication in the Gentleman's mag- 
azine. Who can doubt that the Johnsonian version 
was a vast improvement, so far as form and elo- 
quence were concerned, on the original.

One of the classic examples of English eloquence, 
given in the text-books is the retort of the elder 
Pitt (when a mere youth in the House of Commons) 
to Walpole, who had twitted the young member on 
his youth. Said Pitt (according to report) 

The atrocious crime of being a young man 
which the honorable gentleman has with such 
spirit and decency charged upon me, I shall 
neither attempt to palliate or deny, but content 
myself with wishing that I may be one of those 
whose folly may cease with their youth, and not 
of that number who are ignorant in spite of ex- 
experience. 

Whether youth can be imputed to any man as 
a reproach, I shall not assume the province of 
determining, but surely age may become justly 
contemptible, if the opportunities which it brings 
have passed away without improvement and vice 
appears to have prevailed when the passions have 
subsided. The wretch who, after having seen the 
consequences of a thousand errors, continues still 
to blunder, and whose age has only added obstin- 
acy to stupidity, is surely the object of abhorr- 
ence and contempt, and deserves not that his grey 
head should preserve him from insults. 

The style of Johnson shines through every sen- 
tence. It might have raised doubts as to its author- 
ship by internal evidence alone. However, another 
contemporary says that what really happened was 
that after the reference by Walpole to Pitt's youth, 

Mr. Pitt got up with great warmth, beginning 
with these words: “With the greatest reverence to 
the grey s of the honorable gentleman” 

Mr, Walpole thereupon pulled off his wig, and 
showed his head covered with grey hairs: which 
occesioned a general laughter in which Mr. Pitt 
joined and all warmth immediately subsided. 
Though there are well authenticated proofs of 

Pitt's mastery of cloquence, notably his denuncia- 
tion of the use of Indian levies in Britain's war 
against the American colonists. in the aforemen- 
tioned example of his youthful eloquence, he is 
clearly indebted to his reporter.

seem like telling tales out of school to 
nples of Canadian statesmen who have 
been indebted to the “boys” of the press gallery. In 
one case of which I have personal knowledge, a 
provincial treasurer not only received advice on a 
financial problem from a reporter, but induced the 
reporter to write the section of his budget address 
referring to the matter at issue, with the frank plea 
that “you know about it than I do.” 

After receiving public praise for his solution of 
the problem, the minister had the good sense to 
make the reporter a deputy minister. As a rule, the 
gratitude of politicians, even for signal service ren- 
dered by the press, is very short lived. 


The late Col. George T. Denison, who acnieved 
notoriety as a wit during his long term as police 
magistrate at Toronto, was indebted to the reporters 
for considerable help. Years ago, I used to report 
the Toronto police court for The Globe, the late 
Fred Jacob, poet and dramatist, was my colleague 
from The Mail and Empire and witty Harry Wodson 
for the Telegram. Jokes were frequently prepared 
in advance for “the colonel” to get off. He would be 
handed a brief for the joke, and enjoyed getting it 
eff as much as did the actual authors in reporting 
it, 

This is not in disparagement of the colonel’s own 
wit. His best impromptu was entirely his own and a 
real impromptu 

The colonel, be it known, was opposed to Can- 
adian appeal cases geing to the Privy Council. He 
affected a disdain of the legal ability of the Law 
Lords in England. 

One of his own judgments was finally 
the Privy Council. 
was reversed and the colonel's 
restored. 

A reporter brought the news to Col. Denison that 
the Privy Council had upheld his decision. Asked 
what he had to say on the subject, the Colonel said, 

“Say I still think I'm right.”

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


PHYSICAL EXERCISE BENEFICIAL. 

Physical exercise as an aid to developing in- 
creased strength probably originated with the cave. 
man, who used heavy bones and tusks for his dumbe 
bells. All peope of whom we have any record con- 
sidered exercise as valuable for increasing health 
and muscular strength. The Greeks trained their 
youths by means of special gymnastics and games, 
believing that skill at athletics made better citizens; 
other nations used rigid drills to toughen the men 
for war; while we or today prescribe exercise as 
being healthful and beneficial for every man, 
woman and child except in a few very serious 
cases of sickness. 

As an example of what physical culture can do, 
consider Douglas Fairbanks, an athlete at an age 
when most men begin to feel old; and Gov. Frank- 
lyn D. Roosevelt, who recovered from the crippling 
effects of infantile paralysis principally through 
exercises taken while swimming. 

Physical culture may be used to advantage by 
those in good health as well as by those who wish 
to increase health and endurance. Some of the con- 
ditions benefited by evercise are: overweight, lack 
of strength, constipation, prolapsus, round should- 
ers, flat feet, hernia, low blood pressure, bilious« 
ness, poor circulation, underweight, poor appetite, 
etc. 


HOW TO TAKE YOUR EXERCISES 


The first thing to do is to choose a regular time 
for exercising. This may be the morning, evening, 
or afternoon, The second thing to do is to EXER- 
CISE MODERATELY at first. Many people, at the 
start, exercise to exhaustion, their flabby muscles 
become sore and painful, and in a few days they 
have become so discouraged that they stop exer- 
cising altogether. I mention this mistake because 
it is so frequent and because I would like all of 
my readers to use exercise properly and continue 
with exercising each day until it is possible to see 
how much good is being accomplished. Start with 
only a few exercises and at first hold yourself back 
from overdoing. In this way you will keep an eager 
desire to keep on exercising regularly and will look 
forward to increasing the number of hard exercises 
which you can do as you become stronger and more 
skillful. Finally you will be able to perform many 
difficult feats of strength with but little effort. 

While exercising avoid clothing which constricts 
the circulation. Bathing suits or athletic shorts are 
good garments to use. Get plenty of fresh air while 
exercising, and learn to breathe slowly and deeply. 
Try to finish up with a bath or shower. Take all 
heavy exercises either before a meal or not sooner 
than two hours later, You do not need any special 
equipment in the beginning, but you may be en- 
couraged by the use of a skipping rope, dumb-bellis, 
punching bag, cable exerciser or other apparatus. 
You may also enjoy exercising to music from the 
radio or phonograph. 

Fifteen minutes a day, every day for a month, 
will show you what correct exercise will do for 
your health. You will feel more energetic and vig- 
orous. Exercise offers a splendid way to strengthen 
your own body, by your own efforts, in your own 
home. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QESTION: Mrs. W. S. J. asks: “Will you please 
tell me whether strawberries or tomatoes are bad 
for a weak bladder?” 

ANSWER: Strawberries, tomatoes and other acid 
fruits must often be used with caution by those who 
have cystitsi. This is not because the acids from 
the fruits actually pass through the bladder, but 
because they stimulate the elimination of many tox- 
ins which are irritating. A fast on any of these 
fruits can usually be undertaken by anyone suffer- 
ing from cystitis, if the patient will use a large 
amount of water at the same time, taking as much 
as two or three gallons a day. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Gladys R. writes: “I am very 
nervous, have indigestion, low vitality and am une 
derweight for my height and age. What can I do 
to overcome this unhappy condition? I am an office 
clerk” 

ANSWER: Your condition is caused mainly by 
your habits of life, such as a sedentary occupation 
and insufficient physical culture exercises. Try an 
acid fruit fast for from five to ten days, followed by 
as hless diet, including vegetables rich in mine 
eral elements and good protein foods. See that you 
obtain plenty of exercise and seep.
